6. As far as the toilet facility is concerned , we 
are convinced that the present arrangements as 
indicated above are not at all sufficient to meet 
the basic requirement of toilet facilities . The police 
personnel on duty cannot be expected to use the 
toilet facilities which are not close to the place of 
duty as the police personnel on duty are required 
to be present at the place of duty. We feel that 
adequate number of mobile toilets should be 
provided at appropriate places to meet the said 
basic requirement of toilet facility. 


In view of the directions given by the Hon ble 
Commission in the above mentioned matter, I, the 
Chief Secretary / Home Secretary, State of Goa would 
like to place the following before the Hon ble

7. It shall not be out of place to mention here 
that the police personnel are human beings and 
are entitled to be treated as such . In absence of 
the provision for providing meals and drinking 
water to the police personnel while on duty for 
long hours during Assembly Session and not 
providing basic toilet facilities to them is a clear 
infringement of Article 21 of the Constitution of 
India and also would amount to violation of their 
basic human rights . 

In view of the above, we make the follwing 
recommendations. 


A report was sought from Director General of 
Police , Panaji, in this regard .

Mentorship system 
should have great flexibility in contact 
between students and mentor. The contact 

could even be over telephone.
